Aug. 29.— Justice Caverly, 
Who has the case of Nathan Leopold 
and Richard Loeb, slayers of Robert 
Franks, under consideration, has re­ 
ceived hundreds of threatening let­ 
ters since the murder hearing started, 
but of these only two are taken seri­ 
ously. 
One of these threatens the life of 
the judge 
and 
the other threatens 
bombing of the old Criminal Court 
building should the Judge fail to im­ 
pose the death penalty. 
As a result ext! a policemen will be 
stationed 
in all corridors and 
will 
form a solid Hank around tile building 
on Sept. IO, when Judge Caverly will 
render 
his 
decision. 
All 
other 
branches of criminal court will sus­ 
pend until ll a. rn., so that the way 
will be cleared to keep every one from 
•entering. 
Justice Caverly also announced that 
-on the day of sentence no spectators 
would be permitte e 
Only members 
•of the press, members of the families 
•of the persons involved in the case 
and the various attorneys will be per­ 
mitted in the court room. 
Before con* iud inf the case, Justice 
Caverly said he would order stricken 
from toe testimony remarks having 
to do with the charge that testimony 
had 
been 
introduced to “intimidate 
tho court.” 
"This court will not be intimidated 
by anyone or anything,'’ Justice ( av- 
erly declared, 
ii" said the criticism 
of the U :»gtb of time involved in the 
case and the 
introduction of testi­ 
mony for the pit as of guilty was un­ 
founded. 
“Neither wealth nor pov­ 
erty had anything to do 
with this 
case,” 
Justice 
Caverly 
declared. 
’ Everything done by this court was 
done for the purpose of justice.” 
Court Resents Remark. 
S la te s Attorney Crowe 
concluded 
hts argument with a storm of invec­ 
tives. 
He termed the murder of Rob­ 
ert Franks 
tie* direst in the history 
of Chicago,” and the murderers he 
classed 
with 
rattlesnakes and 
mad 
dogs. 
The crime was committed, he 
said, simply lur the $10,000 ransom. 
Crowe 
attacked 
Attorney 
Harrow's 
claim of youth as a mitigating cir­ 
cumstance. 
, 
“If we are to punish crime and stop 
crime by punishment, how can 
we 
punish if agt; is lo be advanced as a 
defense?” Crowe asked. 
"I believe 
that lf it was right for the boys of 18 


who went to 
their 
deaths in the 
trenches to protect our laws, then 
why shouldn't we hang these men of 
J9. who violated the laws?” 
Justice Caverly took sharp excep­ 
tion to tin- closing remarks of Crowe, 
in which tile latter told of Leopold's 
feeling that ho Would escape the gal­ 
lows if 
he was 
brought 
before a 
friendly judge. 
He said: 
“The court 
orders stricken from the records the 
closing remarks of the state’s attor­ 
ney as being a cowardly and dastard 
ly assault upon the integrity of this 
court. 
And it could not be used for 
any other purpose except to incite a 
mob to try and intimidate this court.” 
The state’s attorney protested he 
did not mean his statement in that 
way, stating he merely wanted to put 
his personal feelings before the court. 
Justice Caverly, however, held the re­ 
marks were improper and that the 
court had to take cognizance of them.

Keep Old Lantern Festival. 
In Florence there still survives, on 
the evening of September 7, some trace 
of the ancient festival of the lanterns. 
This fete is entirely peculiar to Flor­ 
ence and the near neighborhood, and 
the lanterns with which it Is tradition­ 
ally celebrated are also a local special­ 
ty and are produced not in factories 
but by the people themselves. 
Tissue 
paper of various colors is employed, 
says 
the Detroit News, this being 
stretched on strips of card or thin 
wood and so bent that the lantern 
takes the shape of a basket, globe, 
boat, bell or any other form desired. 
The different sides or quarters are cut 
from different colored papers and the 
whole Is trimmed round the edges and 
angles with long bamboo strips, also 
gayly tricked out with twisted fringes 
of cut paper.
